L. Webber, land com- 
missioner of the Flint and Pere Marquette railroad company.

The memorial is as follows : 

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of 

Michigan : 

Gentlemen — T]iis company desires to submit for your con- 
sideration the following statements and reasons in opposition 
to the pending propositions for the taxation of the lands 
granted by the United States to this State, to aid in the con- 
struction of certain railroads in said State, and of which, by 
the act of February 14, 1857 (laws 1857, p. 346), a portion 
was granted to this company. 

1. Congress granted these lands to the State on the condi- 
tion that the same should be applied exclusively in the con- 
struction of such roads, *' and that the same shall be applied 
to no.other puri)ose whatsoever.'' Michigan accepted the grant, 
irabject to these conditions. Until these lands have been 
actually applied to the construction of roads, by being sold 
and the proceeds invested for that purpose, it is supposed that 
it would be in violation of the spirit of the grant to impose 
taxes, which, considering the situation of the lands and their 
character, would render them substantially valueless for th(» 
object in view in making the grant. 

*i. By the act of the Legislature of Michigan, of February 
14, 1857 (laws of 1857, p. 353, section 20), it is provided that 
*' In consideration of the grants of land and other privileges,*' 
in said act, the companies respectively should pay a specific 
annual tax of one per cent on the cost of the road and its 
equipments, and that after ten yearp it should be lawful for 
the Legislature, in its discretion, to impose a further tax upon 
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the grofls earningB of the road of not exceeding two per cent, 
'* which said several taxes shall be in lien of all other taxes to 
be imposed within this State/' Under this provisioni this 
company has issued its bonds, based npon a trust deed of these 
lands as security, and the parties holding the bonds haye taken 
them upon the assurance that the State would not impair 
their security by subjecting the lands to the chance of being 
sold for taxes, until the proceeds of the lands could be received 
to apply on the bonds. It will be necessary to issue additional 
bonds to the amount, probably, of over two million of dollars 
to complete this road to Lake Michigan, which bonds will 
rest for their security upon the lands in the grant, as well as 
upon the road itself, and if the State shall now impose a tax 
upon these lands, it will seriously depreciate the value of these 
bonds on the market, if not altogether defeat the sale of them. 
In addition to the foregoing considerations, it is respectfully 
submitted that the passage of an act to subject these lands to 
taxation, as the lands of individuals are taxed, would be in 
violation of the contract between the State and the company, 
which is contained in section 20, of the act of February 14, 
1857, and which became binding as a contract, by the accept- 
ance of the provisions thereof by this company, pursuant to 
section 5 of said act 

3* It is said by some, that this company, as a proprietor of 
lands, should pay taxes upon them, the same as individuals, 
and that there is no greater reason for exemption in one case 
than the other. To this we reply, that the company does not 
hold the lands by the same tenure as an individual. By sec- 
tion 12, of article 15, of the constitution of this State, the 
company must sell and dispose of these lands within ten years 
from the time they acquired the right to sell them. These 
lands are taken upon condition that the proceeds shall be 
used only for the construction of the road, and the road is 
being built through an unbroken forest, where, with the 
utmost encouragement which the company and the State may 
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offer, it cft&not resiotiably be supposed a paying busineM eaa 
be built up within five years. It is well known how difficult 
it is to get capital to build a railroad, even through the thickly 
settled portions of the State, and the people have hefetofi)re 
been clamorous for the priyilege of making donations to secure 
the constniotion of railroads. It requirc^s no argument to 
show that a railroad through a wilderness, without commerce, 
except such as may be built up after the road is constructed, 
is much less likely to pay the interest on its bonds than one 
through an older country. Yet, by the condition on which 
the grant was accepted, the company is a trustee to take this 
donation made by Congress, and to work it into a railroad 
through an unsettled portion of the State. If the company 
was at liberty to sell the lands and pocket the proceeds, and 
then exercise its election as to whether it would build the road 
or not, the comparison with individual owners would have 
greater force; but their tenure is quite different, as shown 
above. 

4. This luid grant embraced all the then unsold lands on 
the odd numbered sections. Some of this land is good, some 
fidr, and some worthless. Should these lands be subjected to 
taxation, it is more than probable that one-half the land would 
never be sold for enough to pay the taxes on it^ and the bal- 
ance would be burdened so heavily as to render the donation 
of comparatively little value, and perhaps would altogether 
defeat the completion of the road. 

5. If it be legal, and if it be thought expedient to change 
the rule that has heretofore prevailed on that subject, it is 
respectfully submitted, that in justice to the company, and to 
enable it to prepare for the changed condition of affairs, the 
application of the new rule should > be postponed for at least 
three years, before taking effect

The People of the State of Michigan enacty That 
sections one and three, of act No. 125, of the session laws of

so as to read as follows : 
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Section 1. The People of the State of Michigan enacty That 
it shall be the duty of the supervisor of each township, and 
the supervisor or assessor of any city or ward therein, in this 
State, between the 10th day of April and the 1st day of June, 
in the year 1869, to ascertain, by actual inquiry or otherwise, 
of the inhabitants thereof, the births and deaths which haye 
occurred in their respective townships, cities, or wards, from 
and including April, 5th, 1868, to and including December 31st 
1868, together with the facts relative thereto, as are hereinafter 
provided for, and shall make an accurate return -thereof to the 
derk of the county in which such township or city is situated, 
on or before the first said day of June. In the year 1870, and 
in each and every year thereafter, it shall be the duty of the 
officers above mentioned, between the 10th day of April and 
the first day of June, to ascertain, by actual inquiry or other- 
wise, of the inhabitants thereof, the births and deaths which 
haye occurred in their respective townships, cities, or wards, 
during the year ending on the last day of the preceding 
December, and shall make the return as above provided for: 
Provided, That, in the city of Detroit, the duties required by 
ihia act to be performed by supervisors and assessors shall be 
performed by persons appointed by the common council for 
that purpose ; and it shall be the duty of the common council, 
on or before the 10th day of April in each year, to appoint 
■ach number of persons in each ward of said city as shall be 
necessary to perform said duties within the time limited by 
this act ; and such persons shall possess all the authority con- 
ferred upon, and perform all the duties required of supervisors 
and assessors by this act, within the territory assigned them 
respectively by the common council, and shall receive for their 
services such compensation as shall be fixed by said common 
council, to be paid by the county of Wayne. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the county clerks of the 
several counties in this State, on receiving the returns of such 
births and deaths, to record the same at length in separate 
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books, to be proTided at the expense of the State by the Secre- 
tary of State, for that purpose, with proper indexes thereto. 
The births and deaths shall be numbered and recorded in 
the order in which they are received by the clerk, and the 
record of marriages shall be indexed, using both the name of 
the bridegroom and bride. The record of births shall state, 
in separate columns, the date of the birfch, the name of the 
child (if it have any), the sex and color of» the child, the place 
of birth, the Christian and surname of both parents, the resi- 
dence and nativity of the parents, the occupation of the father, 
and the date when the record was made : Pravidedy That in 
case the child has no Christian name, such name shall be 
obtained and reported to the county clerk in the next annual 
report of the supervisor or assessor, and such Christian name 
shall be distinctly designated in such report as the Christian 
name belonging to a child previously reported, and shall be 
properly entered by the county clerk, in the blank left for 
such Christian name in his book of record; and it shall be the 
duty of the several county clerks, on or before the tenth day of 
April in each year, to give to the officers required to make the 
said returns, lists of such children whose Christian names have 
not been previously reported in their respective towns, cities, 
and wards. The record of marriages shall state, in separate 
columns, the date and place of marriage, the Christian and sur- 
name of the bridegroom and bride, and the maiden name of 
the bride, if a widow ; the color, age, and place of birth of each ; 
the residence of each at the time of the marriage ; the occu- 
pation of the bridegroom, and the name and official station 
of the person by or before whom they were married; the names 
and residences of at least two witnesses present at such mar- 
riage, and the date when such record was made. The record 
of deaths shall state, in separate columns, the date of tbd 
death, the Christian and surname of the deceaaed, the sex and 
color, whether married or single, the age in years, months and 
days, the place of death, the disease or apparent cause 
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of death, the nativity of the deceased, and the occu- 
pation, if any, and the names, residence of the par- 
ents, if known, and the date when such I'ecord was made. 
The clerks of the several counties shall, annually, on or 
before the first day of September, make and transmit to 
the Secretary of State a certified copy of the record in his 
office of aU the births, marriages, and deaths reported in their 
respective counties for the year ending December 31st last 
preceding. And each county clerk shall receive for the record 
of each birth, marriage, and death, in his office, five cents, and 
five cents for each birth, marriage, and death returned by him 
to the Secretary of State, to be paid by the county, and shall 
be compensation in full for all services required by this act to 
be performed by him.

Few of us 
aiq^eared to have a firmer hold on life, or a more assured prom* 
ise of living to a green old age, than my friend and co-laborer, 
John Landon ; but he has been stricken down in the midst of 
hia active life, and in the full Tigor of his intellect, — ^in the 
very zenith of his useful life he has been suddenly called away 
from the scenes of this earth. 

Barely do we behold a person of such excellent and such 
honorable principles, such integrity of character and of pur- 
pose ; and as a member of the Legislature of this State, no 
purer or more incorruptible man ever sat within the walls of 
this capitoI. He possessed the finest sensibilities, and was the 
most tender-hearted and affectionate of men. He was not 
eloqaent as ah orator or brilliant as a debater, but it is cheer- 
fully admitted by all who knew him, that he was endowed with 
ibMt large capacity, that sagacious judgment, that practical 
oanunon sense, a combination of which qualities make men 
great. It has been my good fortune, Mr. President, to have 
known him for a number of years, and I have always found 
hia private life as pure and exemplary aa his public career. 
Since I first heard.of his illness,.! had waited with. the most 
intense anxiety for its termination, hoping that the Almighty, 
in Hia goodness, would spare his life ; but it waa otherwise 
oidained. The bolt has fallen, and while we sorrow for his 
losa, it becomes us to bow submissively to the will of Him who 
giveth and who taketh away. ^

ten thousand dollars) as the common council shall direct, and 
such bonds shalll be disposed of under the direction of the 
common council of said city, upon such terms as they shall 
deem advisable, bi^t at not less than their par value, and the 
avails shall be applied in the jiurchase and improvement of a 
city cemetery or cemeteries, and the necessary appurtenances, 
and for no other purpose whatsoever: Provided^ That said 
common council shall not borrow a greater sum than three 
thousand dollars for such purpose, unless a majority of the 
qualified electors of said city voting thereon, at an election to 
be held as hereinafter provided, shall vote for such loan. In 
the event of the determination by the common council of said 
city to purchase new cemetery groui^ds, as herein provided, 
it is made the duty of the common council to appoint a 
committee of five freeholders of said city, one from each of 
the wards of the city, whose duty it shall be to' select a suit- 
able tract of land for cemetery purposes, which tract shall 
'■ contain not less than 30 acres. Such conunittee- shfill report 
the result of tb«ir doings to'.tlie common, cotundly and the 
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common council shall, within one month after the making 
of such report, enter into negotiations for, and purchase the 
said tract of land so selected as aforesaid. And when said 
tract of land shall be so purchased, it shall be platted and 
prepared in a manner suitable for cemetery purposes, and the 
dead shall be removed from the present cemetery of the city 
to such new cemetery, at the expense of the city, between the 
months of October and June, and at no other season of the 
year, and in such manner as the common council shall pro- 
vide, and no farther interments shall be made or allowed in 
the cemetery now in use in said city from the time such new 
grounds shall be purchased and prepared for the burial of the 
dead therein. And when the dead shall be fully removed from 
the cemetery grounds now in use in said city, it shall be law- 
ful for the common council to sell and convey said grounds, 
and the moneys received from the sale thereof shall be set aside 
by said common council as a sinking fund, to be applied in the 
payment of the debt created against said city by the provis- 
ions of this section. The common council of the city shall, at 
some regular meeting, provide for holding an election of the 
qualified electors of said city, and shall cause at least ten days' 
notice of such election to be given, by causing such notice to 
be published at least once, in the week preceeding such 
election, in at least two ,of the newspapers published 
in said city, and by causing printed notices of such 
election to be posted up in ten or more of the most public 
places of said city, at least ten days before the time of holding 
such election. Said council shall provide for holding such 
election on the same day in each and all the wards of said city, 
at the usual place of holding elections therein. Such election 
shall be conducted in the same manner, as near as may be, as

The committee further report, that a large sum in money 
and securities is in the control of the bank, to wit : The sum 
of •1,312,318.63, of which sum, 1301,999.55 is invested in 
mortgages on property in Detroit and the county of Wayne, 
and •251,785.50 in public stocks or corporate bonds, or public. 
State, and municipal bonds. 
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The amoant of bonds and mortgages^ and public stocks, 
held as collateral to personal obligations or loans, is |148,229. 
The loans to individuals or corporations, as distinct from the 
amount represented by mortgages or stocks, is about 1410,000, 
and the amount loaned upon personal security is about 1262,* 
000, represented by the cashier as aforesaid as being chiefly 
upon the paper of business men at short time. 

The cashier further states, in reply to the specific interrog- 
atory of the committee, that he is of opinion that at least 99 
per cent of the entire securities held by the bank is good 
beyond any question, and will be paid whenever required. 

The committee further report, that they made special inquiry 
of said cashier, as being an expert, as to whether it was neces- 
sary to hold so large an amount of surplus as is represented 
by the annual report (about 10 per cent), for the safety of 
depositors ; to which inquiry he unequivocally expressed his 
opinion that the security was not more than actually necessary.' 
And it further appears that the by-laws of the bank, which 
are agreed to by each depositor, in writing, provide for a sur- 
plus or reserve of 20 per cent, which amount of surplus is not 
reached.

lature shall re-divide the State into not more than fifteen cir- 
cuits, and the number of ciicuits shall not exceed fifteen until 
the year eighteen hundred and eighty-one, when, or at any 
time thereafter, the Legislature may increase the number of 
the tame. Within these limits the Legislature may establish 
or alter circuits as the public needs shall require, but no altera- 
tion or creation of any circuit shall operate to remove a judge 
from oflSoe. When a circuit is made, a judge thereof shall be 
<^Iected therein, and his term of office shall continue as pro- 
vided in the constitution for judges of the circuit courts.

A bill to provide for establishing a Homeopathic Medical 
College in the State of Michigan, 

Respectfully report : 

The question of homeopathy and its introduction into the 
University, has long been under discussion. In the session of 
1855, the Legislature passed a law creating a chair of homeo- 
pathy in the medical department of that institution. This 
law the Regents refused to comply with, and said chair 
remained unfilled until in the session of 1867, when the Legis- 
lature, on the application of the Regents, granted aid to the 
University to the amount of 115,000 per annum, but with a 
proviso that the law creating the chair of homeopathy should 
be complied with. It was then supposed that the claims of 
this medical system would be recognized. But, here again th6 
Regents declined to make the appointment, and hence were 
debarred from receiving the appropriation, until two years 
later, when the Legislature granted the University said money 
without conditions. 

Thus it appears that twice has the Legislature signified its 
desire to have this system of medicine taught in the University, 
one of which acts stands now, and has stood unrepealed 
sixteen years. 

It is unnecessary to allude to the reasons which actuated the 
Regents in non-complying with the terms of this act, further 
than that they fear the union, or attempted union, of two 
systems so radically opposed to each other will result in serious 
injury to the University, of which they are its guardians. 
However desirable it may be to have the homeopathic system 
of medicine introduced into the University, it does not seem 
practicable, as long as the Regents are opposed to it. The 
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oonBtitntioii of the State gives the Board of Begents the 
"general supervision and control" of that institution, and 
although the matter has been before the Supreme Court, it is 
found that there is no way to compel them to make an 
appointment to which they are opposed. 

lience, the connection of homeopathy with the University 
has been more ornamental than useful, and it is feared it will 
remain so as long as said Begents decline to act favorably 
thereon, — notwithstanding legislative acts to the contrary. 

And, were it possible for this or any other Legislature to 
establish and fill a chair of homeopathy in the University, it 
is most probable that with the oposition which it would receive 
from the Begents and the allopathic faculty, it would result in 
complete failure as &r as teaching and elucidating the 
homeopathic system of medicine. 

What then shall be done ? This system of medicine has 
extended over the civilized globe, and has a strong hold of the 
affections of the people of this State, aud it is found desirable 
to foster it by legislative enactments. This being true, it is 
all important that whatever legislation is had, should be in 
accordance with the views of the Begents. Fortunately we 
know what these are. At one time they proposed to establish 
a fleparate school of homeopathy at some other place than Ann 
Arbor. We have reason to believe that they are now in favor 
of that measure, and that they will cheerfully carry it 
ont, if we now grant them the small sums provided for in 
this biU. That this will be the best course to pursue and 
resnlt in the greatest advantage to that system, should be 
apparent to all. Medical colleges flourish best in large cities, 
where there are opportunities for clinical instruction, and where 
the faculty can obtain a supporting practice. When thus 
organized, the expense of continuing it is not great : certainly 
not when compared with literary colleges. The medical 
department of the University at Ann Arbor, it is claimed, has 
l<»ig paid its way and added somewhat to the general fund of 
the inBtitntion. It is reasonable to expect that a homeopathic 
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department will do as well. But, at the best calcnlation, for a 
few years there would be a small annual deficiency over what 
would be received from students. This bill provides for that, 
and it is for you to determine whether the expense is warranted 
at this time. 

One result would be, and a very desirable one, this contest 
which has been going on for years, and which to appearance 
will be interminable, would end. That this would be much 
to the advantage of the University will be evident to all. 

It is worth while here to mention that tliree years ago, when 
the Regents had in contemplation the establishment of a sepa* 
rate department substantially sjb provided in this bill, the phys* 
icians of the State of this practice approved of it in the 
proportion of twelve to one.

University. 

On motion of Mr. Storrs,

The memorial is as follows : 

T9 ike Senate and House of Representatives of the ^ate qf 
Michigan : 

Tour memorialists, the Regents of the tJniversity of Mich* 
igan, respectfully represent that they have given the question 
of medical instruction in the University their most earnest 
and thoughtful attention for many years. It has been and is 
still the most troublesome question connected with our ad- 
miuistration of the trust reposed in us by the people. We 
have made several attempts to harmonize adverse views, and 
provide for instruction in homeopathic medicine, without the 
destruction of our present medical department, which is justly 
the pride of the State ; but so far in vain. 

After the passage of the act of 1867, we endeavored, with 
the approbation of a large majority of homeopathic practi- 
tioners in the State, to establish a homeopathic school at 
Bome other point than Ann Arbor. But the Supreme Coart, 
by an equally divided bench, held, practically, that a school 
away from Ann Arbor was not in compliance with the law of 
1867. The acts of the Regents were approved by the Legis- 
163 
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lAture of 1869, who repealed the so called ^^homeopathic 
proviso/* 

The question is again before your honorable body, and this 
board is most anxious that this question should be settled for- 
ever. It is the unanimous opinion of this board, after years 
of study, 

1st. That in the present state of medical feeling (for which 
the board is no way responsible), it is utterly impossible to 
combine the teaching of the two schools in one institution, 
for the reason that such is the system of county. State, and 
national medical associations, and such the rigid rules of med- 
ical colleges and societies, that medical professors connected 
with such, a mixed school would be ostracised from all pro- 
fessional standing in their respective schools, the diploma of 
the institution would be disregarded, and students would of 
course cease to attend an institution whose degrees would not 
open to them the door of the school of practice in which they 
believed and had been taught. That, therefore, the canyirg 
out of the bill which has just passed the House of Eepresent- 
atives would overturn and destroy our present medical de- 
partment, and overthrow the work of twenty-five years. 

2d. That all that can justly be asked, viz: equal advantages 
of instruction, can be accomplished as well, or perhaps better, 
by locating a homeopathic school at some other city of the 
State than Ann Arbor. By this course, our present department* 
built up by so much unremunerated toil and labor, will be pre- 
served intact. 

Wherefore your memorialists respectfully ask that a bill may 
be passed permitting this board or some other boa?d to locate 
and organize a homeopathic school of medicine in some city 
of the State which they may select, and grant for its endow- 
ment such sum as to your honorable body shall seem best,— 
there being no fuuds in the hands of the Regents applicable to 
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that pnrpbse, and the current expenses of the University ab- 

•ortring the whote income.

The proper care and education of needy, neglected, and 
dependent children is, in the opinion of your committee, a 
subject of transcendent importance. Proof in abundance is 
not wanting, that ignorance and pauperism are the prolific 
sources of vice and crime, and the wisest and best legislation 
is 4hat which tends to dry np at their sources the erils which 
affect the community. First of all should be placed the duty 
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of the proper oare, educatioD, and moral culture of the pau- 
per ohildren of the State. 

Your CQinmittee are glad to state that a step has 
already been taken by this body in this direction, but they 
beliCTO that a single institution of the kind proposed 
is by no means Bu£Scient to supply this urgent, because long 
ne^ected) necessity. '* The poor ye hare always with you," 
wtt the language of one who took up little children in his 
arms and blessed them, yet by our laws, as they have to this 
day existed, no children could obtain admission into any in- 
fitiUition provided by the State for their maintenance and in- 
stracUon, unless they had first committed some crime. We 
hare thas far directed our attention to the reformation of 
criminals^ and wholly neglected applying a proper remedy to 
the causes of crime. This is a mistake which cannot be too 
speedily corrected. But if, on general principles, legis- 
lation is required for this purpose, there is special reason 
why the object set fortli in the substitute recommended 
bj jour committee should be favorably considered. It 
has long been a grief to the citizen soldiers of this State 
that no adequate means have, as yet, been devised for the 
proper care, maintenance, and education of the poor, neglect- 
ed, dependent children of their deceased, disabled, and infirm 
comrades. Your committee are of the opinion that there is 
ecaicely a ])Oor-hou8e of this State which does not contain one 
or more of these fragments of families broken by the shock of 
our late gigantic civil war. We have only to turn to the pages 
of the report of the special commissioners on i)enal, reform- 
atory, and charitable institutions, lying on our tables, to learn 
the condition of, and the influences which surround, these 
children who have a peculiar claim to our guardianship and 
fostering care, and to learn what a shame it is to the people of 
the State that their guardianship and care have been thus far 
wholly neglected. 
164 
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No excuse can be offered for further indifference to this sub- 
ject on the ground that no means are available to remedy thii 
neglect. A large military fund has accumulated in the trea- 
sury of the State, and we submit that no more appropriate use 
could possibly be suggested, to which this fund should be 
applied, than the one recommended by your committee. There 
was an unexpended balance on hand in the State Treasury^ to 
the credit of the fund, Nov. 30, 1870, of $25,708 40. Should 
the expenditures from this fund for 1871 not exceed those of 
1870, and there is no reason to believe they will, unless some 
further amounts than those usually appropriated ahall be 
expended, there will be on hand, on the 30th of November 
next, a balance for 1871 of $26,908 00, which, together with 
the balance on hand NovemW 30, 1870, will make a total of 
$52,616 40. This amount, your committee are of the opinion, 
can be made available at once for any purpose required by the 
public necessity or the public good. 

Your committee believe that at least one-half the amount 
at present, and for the next few years available from the State 
military fund, should be appropriated for the establishment 
and maintenance of a State Orphan's School, for dependent 
children of deceased, disabled, and infirm soldiers. We will 
not enlarge upon the features of the plan presented, further 
than to say that the plan proposed will, if carried out> cause 
the speedy and economical preparation of a school adequate to 
the wants of the State in this respect, and will secure its loca- 
tion at a point now, or soon to be, most conveniently accessible 
from all parts of the State.

I rise to a privileged question. As a member of the board 
of education of the city of Detroit, I have been requested, in 
njy capacity as such member, and as occupying a seat in the 
Senate, under a resolution of the board, to present to the 
Senate the box which I send to the chair. It is the box found 
in the corner-stone of the old Territorial capitol of Michigan 
(afterwards the State capitol), which was abandoned by the 
State in the year 1847, when the seat of government was 
transferred to Lansing. The city authorities of Detroit gave 
the ase of the old building to the board of education, and on 
making some improvements in autumn last, the casket was 
brought to light. 
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The comer-etone of the old capitol was laid (as appears 
bom the conteuts of the inner case) on the 23d September, 
1823, and it was thought appropriate by the board that its 
contents should be presented to the State, with a view to 
deposit in the comernstone of the new building now proposed 
to be erected. 

The following memorandum, with some coins, etc., was 
ionnd in the box : 

Historical Memoranda. — Canada was first taken possession 
of by the French in 1608. Detroit became an important mil- 
itary po8fc» garrisoned by the French in 1683, being one of an 
extended chain of military posts established by the French in 
North America, With other possessions of the French in this 
part of North America, Detroit was suiTcndered by that power 
to the King of Great Britain, by the treaty of Paris, 1763. 
By the treaty of peace, September 3d, 1783, it was recognized 
by the British government as an integral part of the United 
States of America, and in pursuance of the treaty of the 19th 
of November, 1794, it was taken possession of by Gen. Anthony 
Wayne, in the name of the United States of America, July, 
1794.

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To the growth of this State in wealth, prosperity, and pop- 
ulation, to its civil and military history, prond as wd are of 
them, it is not necessary for me to refer before the geutiemen 
constituting this Senate, well informed as they are in these 
regards, and taking in them such jiist pride aa I, too, feel.

The loss is not confined to the narrow boundaries of Michi- 
gan, for the name and fame of Jacob M. Howard is as wide- 
spread, I may almpst say, as the poles. 

Ooming to our State from the green hills of Vermont when 
a young man, his life is so closely interwoven and blended 
with the history of Michigan as to be almost inseparable 
from it. 

Endowed with a superior natural mind, education had stored 
it with gems more choice and rare than falls to the common 
lot of mankind. 

In literary culture and attainments, he ranked side by side 
with the gifted of the land. In "legal lore "it is universally 
conceded he stood in the front rank, having few, if any, 
superiors in the profession. As a statesman of broad and 
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comprehensive views, liis name stands unrivaled in modern 
times. 

In our national council the name of Jacob M. Howard was 
a tower of strength. During the dark days of our country's 
troubles he stood in the front ranks, battling on the side of 
freedom and the Union. 

With a mind capacious enough to grasp and comprehend any 
subject brought before it, he was ever ready to grapple with and 
overthrow aught that threatened danger or destruction to our 
land, or with fostering care to throw the protecting arm around 
and lift the weak and down-trodden. But no feeble words that 
I may utter can add to the laurels of so eminent a maa, — ^as 
fearless and honest as he was patriotic. 

When the history of the great and good of the land is writ- 
ten, no name will stand higher in the niche of fame than that 
of Jacob M. Howard, of Michigan. 

''All that breathe 
Will share Ihy destmy. The gay will laugh 
When thou art gone ; the solemn brood of care

The special committee appointed to draft and report resolu- 
tions expressive of the sentiments of the Senate on the death 
of cx-Senator Jacob M. Howard, respectfully report the follow- 
ing resolutions, and recommend their adoption. 

All of which is respectfully submitted, 

A. SHELBY, Chairman. 

Report accepted. 

The resolutions are as follows : 

Resolved^ 1. That the Senate has received with great sonow 
the painfhl intelligence of the sudden death of Michigan's 
honored and eminent citizen, the peer of the most eminent 
statesman of this Republic, the Hon. Jacob M, Howard, who 
has been stricken down in the fullness of life and mental vigor. 

2. That in the name of the people of the State of Michigan, 
whom he so long and faithfully served, with great credit to 
himself and honor to his State and nation, we here bear our 
testimony to his perfect integrity, purity of purpose, nobility 
of aim, great ability, lofty patriotism, and his love of State 
and country. That as an honest, tried, and true statesman, of 
broad and liberal views, union and liberty-loving, he had en- 
deared himself not only to the people of his State, but to the 
affections of a great nation, that for long years has looked to 
him with the most implicit confidence and trust, as the cham- 
pion of liberty, union, and equal rights. 

3. That, having adopted Michigan as his home in 1832, 
elected to the Legislature of 1838, he soon became a distin- 
guished and influential member of that body, and known as a 
skillful and able debater, as the champion of our educational 
interests, taking a prominent part in all judicial and other 
important questions then under consideration ; that, serving 
as a Representative in Cougress from 1841 to 1843, and in the 
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United States Senate from 1862 to 1871, through the most 
eventfitl and trying epoch in onr history as a nation, himself the 
author of the noted and noble fourteenth amendment to our 
national constitutiony which secures equal rights to all, he has 
indelibly put the impress of his broad genius and influence on 
the constitution, policy, and laws of his country. In his Sena- 
torial career, his judgment and energy contributed in an emi- 
nent degree to the successful termination of the war for the 
suppression of the late rebellion and the settlement of the issues 
arising therefrom ; that no member of the bright galaxy of 
statesmen then in our national Senate chamber did more to 
sustain our Bepublic at home and abroad, our brave army in 
the field, and the soldiers' families at home, and generally to 
save the life of our grand Union, than did the loved, honored, 
and now sadly lamented Jacob M. Howard. All of his duties, 
in all positions in which he was placed, were discharged with 
an eye single to the glory and welfare of the State and the 
nation. 

4. That we do not alone mourn his loss as a patriotic states- 
man, a learned jurist, and eminent scholar, but as a distin- 
goished^ worthy, and highly esteemed citizen, known for his 
integrity of purpose, benevolence, and social characteristics in 
private hfc. As a friend his attachment was sincere and last- 
ing, and as a neighbor he was a true, social, and obliging 
firiend. Uniform in his manner, as he was one day so he was 
the next, and recognized by all who knew him in private as 
he was in public life, one of God's noblemen, strictly reliable 
in all respects, and of the purest honesty. As a statesman, 
lawyer, or private citizen, he defended the right with the ardor, 
zeal, and mental strength of a Webster, and his purpose once 
formed, with his mind fully aroused to duty, no influence could 
move him from performing that duty. He was a power for 
good in the State and nation. 

5. That, desiring further to show our sincere sorrow for 
his death, for this State and national l)creavement, and our

high respect to his memory, a committee of five be appointed, 
of which the President pro tern, be a member, to attend the 
fnneral of the deceased, at Detroit, on the 7th inst^ and that 
these resolutions be printed in the journal, and that a copy of 
the journal containing the same be sent by the Secretary of 
the Senate to the family of the deceased, and to our Senators 
and Bepresentatives in Congress. 

Pending the question on the adoption of the resolntions, 
the following remarks were made by members of the Senate : 

BY MK. RANDALL. 

Mr. President : — I rise to give my humble tribute to the 
memory of Michigan's eminent citizen and statesman. I 
throw my timid sprig of laurel upon his cenotaph, already 
made evergreen by the tributes of the great, who were his 
friends and associates. I cannot essay to speak of Jacob M. 
Howard with confidence. Standing by the side of a great 
ocean, my line and plummet fail to fathom its profound depth, 
or by the side of a great river, I cannot catch glimpses of 
the hidden waters of its distant fountains, or at the foot of 
a lofty mountain, I scale with difBculty its precipitous heights. 
So, while contemplatiug the life, character, labors, and genius 
of this great man, I cannot fathom the depth of that deep 
intellect, nor can I scale the lofty heights and look in upon its 
grand ideas and exalted aspirations. No attempt will be made 
by me to delineate his genius and character, but only to 
speak of thoso labors of his which have so endeared him 
to the people of this State, whom he so long and faithfully 
served, and also to the people of his whole country, with whom 
his name has become a household word. He was bom in 
Shaftsbury, Vt., on the 10th day of July, 1805 ; was educated 
in the academies of Bennington and Brattleboro, and gradu- 
ated at Williams college in 1830. He studied law in Massa- 
chusetts, and removed to Detroit in 1832. He was admitted 
soon to the bar of the Territory, and immediately took a prom- 
inent position viB an attorney, and began a career whose bril- 
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Uaucy was clearly foreshadowed in that early day. He was a 
close student in literature as well as law, — soon became one of 
the leaders of the Whig party, to which he arduously attached 
himself, from principle, during all the years that party was in 
an almost hopeless minority. In 1838 he was elected to the 
Legislature as a member of the House, where he was known 
as one of the most active and influential members, taking part 
in most of the questions before that body, especially in regard 
to legal matters, and was the champion of our educational 
interests. He was the chairman of the committee on public 
instruction, also a member of the judiciary committee, and 
that on geology. The bill introduced by him in that session 
relative to "fugitives from servitude," a measure intended to 
protect the people of his State from being obliged to assist in 
8lave*catching, and to weaken the operations of the odious fu- 
gitive slave law, gave sure indications at that early day of his 
liberty-loving principles, which never in after life forsook him, 
and which more than all else endeared him to the people. 
Almost immediately following his creditable career in the State 
Legislature, he was elected as a Representative in Congress, 
where he served with honor and ability from 1841 to 1843. 
He was an accomplished scholar in general and classic litera- 
ture. His translation of the secret memoirs of the Empress 
Josephine is well and favorably known. As a lawyer, he won 
the highest professional rank in many of the most celebrated 
cases tried in the Michigan courts. In important cases, requir- 
ing great depth of research, clearness of statement of legal 
points and questions of fact, logical and powerful arguments, 
he was the peer of any of the great minds he was brought into 
contest with. Certainly, as a jurist he was able to cope with 
the most powerful antagonist. But as a statesman ho was 
better known. From 1840 to 1854 his party was sadly in 
minority, and it was not until the birth of young Bepublican- 
ism under the oaks of Jackson, in 1854, that he again came to 
light in political life. He took an active and prominent part 
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in the organization of that party, drafting its first platform^ and 
may well be said to be the father of that party which then 
began its existence. Then small as the cloud no larger than 
a man's hd!nd, it soon spread over the State and nation, until 
its founder saw this great nation saved by it, controlled by it, 
and he one of the most prominent and leading members of 
that party, young in history, of fifteen years, but old as the 
ages in its magnificent results. Elected on that platform in 
1854 as Attorney General, he served in that capacity with dis- 
tinguished ability for six years, having been twice re- 
elected. But in 1862 he was elected United States 
Senator, which position he held until 1871. His 
history after his accession to that ojSice is the history 
of the nation. In all measures to subdue the rebellion, to 
restore the Union, to sustain the army in the field, our credit 
at home and abroad, and soldiers' families, and to bring back 
peace to our then distracted country, no one did more, and 
with more power and influence, than he whom, to-day, we 
lament. Not only in this, but in the noble fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of our Republic, which guarantees 
and secures equal rights to all, of which he was author; and 
also that mighty highway of nations, the Pacific railroad, con- 
necting the extremes of a great continent, which he did so 
much to establish and secure ; together with his well-earned 
fame as the patriotic champion of liberty, union, and equal 
rights, irrespective of race, condition, or color, — all these have 
built for him monuments more permanent than marble or 
granite, that must keep his memory green in the hearts of all 
that love liberty, justice, and right, through the coming ages. 

BY MB. CRAVATH. 

Mr. President: — My personal acquaintance with Jacob M. 
Howard embraces nearly the entire period of the existence of 
the Republican party. Whoever may claim the honor of confer- 
ring upon it its name, none can dispute that it owes to Mr. 
Howard that declaration of broad principles which, adopted 
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by State after State, gave it its distinctive features as a party, 
and crowned it with snccess. 

A man remarkably genial and social towards his acquaint- 
ances, he was almost destitute of the art that wills popular 
sympathy. Possessing great powers of mind, it required a 
great occasion to bring out those powers, though his possession 
of them was manifest even on the most commonplace occa- 
6ion& He had his faults, — ^who has not ? He was not well 
versed in the knowledge of human nature, and was almost 
destitute of political sagacity, as that term is commonly under- 
stood. Yet, in logical acumen, in cumulative power of argu- 
ment, in massive strength of intellect, he had few, if any, 
equals. Taking his place in the Senate of the United States, 
he ranked, from the first, with the nation's giants. Almost at 
the very outset of his public career, he was recognized by John 
Qnincy Adams as the intellectual giant of the Northwest, and 
the promise of his early life was not doomed to disappoint- 
ment by the deeds of his riper years. 

His knowledge of law, of literature^ and of political science 
was extensive, and his diction was as pure and clear as a moun- 
tain stream of his native State. But, alas! he too has fallen, 
and his fall is like that of a great tree that has towered far 
above its fellows. 

How suddenly, and in what swift succession, has death 
stricken one and another shining name from the list of living 
men ! How often, and with what distinctness, are the words 
repeated in our ears: "Be ye also ready, for in such an hour 
as ye think not the Son of Man cometh ?^' How, along all 
the highways of life, do men make haste to join the great con- 
gregation of the dead ? Yesterday were they busy with the 
duties and cares, the joys and sorrows of this life ; to-day we 
seek them, but they cannot be found, we call to them, but they 
answer not. Thus do the ^^ rivers of man " flow on, in a cease- 
less, unretuming flood, to thy echoless shore, unsatisfied, 
inexorable Past I 
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* * Thou unrelenting Past ! 

Strong are the barriers round thy dark domain. 
And Tetters sure and fast 

Hold all that enter thy unbreathing reign. 

'* Childhood, with all its mirth, 

Youth, manhood, age that drags us to the ground, 
And, last, man's life on earth 

Glide to thy dim dominions, and are bound." 

BY MK PUTNAM. 

Mr. President : — When the Bummons of death comes, it is 
felt in families, in communities, and in States, jast in propor- 
tion to the greatness and goodness of the one that passes awaj. 
Sometimes it is only the family feels the shock and desolation 
that possesses the soul when the beloved one departs. It is 
only his household that know and appreciate his goodness 
and worth. Again the bolt falls mercilessly, crushing out a 
life full of years, full of experience and of power to will and do 
for the right, and communities and nations mourn, and a wail 
of grief vibrates along the long line of humanity. 

Jacob M. Howard is gathered to his fathers. Not only do 
those near him by the ties of consanguinity shed the scalding 
tear of sorrow and grief over his lifeless remains, but there 
hangs a pall over the State and nation. The man that was a 
power in the nation, the earnest man, the man of thought, 
and of persistent perseverance for justice and right, has de- 
parted ; never again will the councils of the nation listen to 
the sound of his voice, never be swayed in their deliberations 
by his earnest thought and profound learning, by the iron 
logic of his analytic and comprehensive mind. Still is the 
voice, and quiet the mind, that once nerved the people to 
stand by the principles upon which our government is based, 
when that old flag, the emblem of freedom, of justice, and 
of right, was trailing in the dust. 

Jacob M. Howard was emphatically a thinker. He may 
never have exhibited those sudden, intuitive, and erratic pow- 
ers characteristic of genius, but his life exhibits something 
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better. In it we sec what may be accomplished by untiring 
and unceasing labor. He has written his name upon the great 
events of the age. The historian will record his name among 
the great, and the light of coming ages will ne^er dim his 
fair fame.

REPORT OF SELECT COMMITTEE. 

The special committee appointed to ascertain as to the title 
to certain lands granted by Congress to aid in the construction 
of a railroad from Grand Haven to Flint, and also. 

Joint resolution respecting certain lands granted by Con- 
gress by act of June 3, 1856, to aid in the construction of 
railroads in the State of Michigan, 

Have had the same under consideration, and beg leave 
respectfully to report : 

That the lands in question are a part of those embraced in 
the grant by Congress under the act entitled "An act making 
a grant of alternate sections of the public lauds to the State 
of Michigan, to aid in the construction of certain railroads in 
said State, and for other purposes," approved June 3, 1856, 
and are specifically appropriated by the terms of said act, to 
aid in the construction of a road " from Grand Haven and 
Pere Marquette to Flint, and thence to Port Huron." 

By act of the Legislature, approved February 14th, 1857, the 
lands between Pere Marquette and Flint were set apart to the 
Flint and Pere Marquette railway company; between Grand 
Haven and Owosso, to the Detroit and Milwaukee railroad 
company; and between Owosso and Port Huron, to the Port 
Huron and Milwaukee railroad company. And the said com- 
panies were respectively required by said act to file a certificate 
of their acceptance of the same according to the terms thereof, 
with the Secretary of State, within sixty days after its passage. 
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Only the Flint and Pere Marquette railway company filed 
tire necessary certificate. And the Board of Control created 
by said act, at its first meeting, affirmed that neither the 
Detroit and Milwaukee railroad company nor the Port Hnron 
and Milwaukee railway company had accepted of such grants 
as required by law, and by resolution, said Board formally 
declared the title to said land " re-invested in the State, as fully, 
to all intents and purposes, as if said act had not been passed." 

Your committee are formally advised by the proper officers 
of the Detroit and Milwaukee railway company, and by the 
only parties representing the Port Huron and Milwaukee rail- 
way company (which latter organization has lapsed), that 
neither of said companies ever had or desired to have any 
right in said lands under the grant by Congress and the subse- 
quent acts of either the Legislature or the Board of Control. 
Nor have your committee been able to discover that there has 
ever been any further action by either Congress or the L^s- 
fatture, in regard to these particular grants. 

Your committee might here rest their investigations, having 
shown that the general government has never been divested of 
the title to these lands. They deem it proper to state, how- 
ever, that they have had their attention directed to the records 
of the circuit courts for the counties of Oakland, Kent, and 
Shiawassee, and find that these lands were levied upon and sold 
under certain proceedings against the two companies named. 
It would seem impossible for any person, of sufficient legal 
knowledge to conduct such proceedings, to be unaware of the 
fiacts herein detailed, and that they, and all parties entering 
upon said lands under them, are trespassers and run the hazard 
of the severe penalties prescribed by law against trespassers 
upon such lands. 

The position of the State towards these lands would seem to 
be that of a trustee, with its powers as such limited by the act 
of Congress referred to. These limitations are, that said lands 
^' shall be held by the State of Michigan for the use and pur- 
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pose aforesaid/' which purpose has been already recited in this 
report; that the lands granted '^ shall be exclusively applied in 
the construction of that road for and on account of which 
such lands are hereby granted;*' and that 'Hhe said lands 
hereby granted to the said State shall be subject to the dis- 
posal of the Legislature thereof for the purpose aforesaid, and 
no other." 

The Detroit and Milwaukee railway was completed between 
Grand Haven andOwosso^a distance sufficient to have absorbed 
all the lands appropriated^ and it is probable that had a timely 
application been made the proper department of the general 
government would have certified them to the State. But that 
wajs not done^ and the grant was permitted to lapse. 

The ouly railroad now in course of construction capable of 
complying with the terms of the grant is the Port Huron and 
Lake Michigan railroad, extending from Port Huron to 
Owosso. That company may take these lands upon such 1^- 
islation by Congress aa has been extended to the other railroad 
companies of this State uuder the same grant 

Your committee have directed me to report the joint 
resolution back to the Senate, with the accompanying amend- 
ment, recommending that the amendment be concurred in, 
and that the joint resolution, when so amended, do pass, and 
ask to be discharged from the further consideration of the 
subject.

I respectfully return, without my approval, the following 
entitled act : 

" An act to amend sections 4, 36, 69, and 70, of an act to 
incorporate the city of Charlotte, approved March 29, ISTl.** 

It was intended by this amendatory act, to provide that jus- 
tices of the peace, elected under the provisions of the act to 
incorporate the city of Charlotte, should enter upon the dis- 
charge of their duties within ten days after their election, 
instead of on the 4th of July next, as provided in the original 
act ; without this there would be no such magistrates within 
the corporate limits of said city until the said day in July. 

That more or less inconvenience may result from this unfor- 
tunate oversight in the drafting of the original act, cannot be 
questioned; yet, its evil eflfect maybe lessened, from the fact 
that justices of the peace in other towns of the county may 
take cognizance of all civil and criminal cases, except for vio- 
lation of city ordinances. 

Although the defect referred to may cause inconvenience to 
the people, my approval of the act herewith returned could 
add nothing to its validity, but, on the contrary, would simply 
increase the difficulties, — as suits both civil and criminal might 
be instituted, and acts be committed by persons acting under 
the semblance of, but entirely without constitutional or lawful 
authority, the results of which might be seriously injurious to 
the best interests of the people of the city. 

Section 28, article 4, of the constitution, provides that "No 
new bills shall be introduced into either House of the Legis- 
lature, after the first fifty days of a session shall have expired.'' 
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The preeent wsdon having oommenoed on the 4th of January, 
tho time for introducing new nmsnres expired on the 22d of 
February last ; the act of which this is amendatory, having 
been approved on the 29th of March last, or thirty-five days 
after the expiration of such time^ must of necessity have been 
brought before the Legislature after the allotted period. The 
whole act is therefore so clearly in conflict with the plain pro- 
visions of the Constitution, as to need no argument to estab- 
liflh the &ct 

I scarcely need add, that while I return the act without my 
approval, with much reluctance, I am quite sure that the peo- 
ple more directly interested would not desire to have persons 
exercising the functions of dvil magistrates in their midst, 
when every act so discharged would be wholly void, and per- 
haps result in troublesome litigation.

REPORTS OP STANDING COMMITTEES. 

By the committee on the judiciary: 
The committee on the judiciary, to whom was referred 
A bill to provide for the appointment of a State reporter, 
Respectfully report that they have had the sjime under con- 
sideration, and have directed me to report the same back to 
the Senate, without amendment, recommending that the bill 
do pass, and ask to be discharged from tlie further consider- 
ation of the subjects 

The present principal features of the law of this State in 
regard to the publication of the reports of decisions of our 
Supreme Court having been upon our statute books for the 
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pagt twentj-six years, with little public objection made, so far 
as we know, to the practical workings of that law, the ques- 
tion may welt be raised, as it probably will be, in what consists 
the necessity or policy of the change contemplated by this 
bill? 

The reason so little has been said publicly about this mat* 
ter, undoubtedly, is that there is probably no other matter of 
as much importance so little nnderstood by the people. Even 
the bar of the State, who are of course more interested than 
any other class in the early and correct publication of these 
reports, so necessary and so indispensable in the practice of 
their profession, have given, as a general rule, little thought as 
to the workings of the law. While many have recommended 
certain radical changes in the old law, claiming, as your com- 
mittee does, that the whole system is wrong and should be 
corrected, still it appears no attempt has so far been made to 
adopt a new system. It is to be regretted that this subject was 
not brought to the attention of the Legislature at an earlier day 
in this session, and ample time given for a full and careful con- 
sideration. But, however near we may be to the close of our pres- 
ent labors, and if there is not sufficient time to perfect and enact 
the accompanying bill, your committee at least desire, by this 
report, to call attention to the question of the necessity of a 
radical change in this law, which they claim should receive 
attention at as early a day as possible by the Legislature. 

Your committee claim that in this bill there is no desire on 
their part to so amend the law that it shall give the State 
reporter an inadequate salary. If this bill does not grant 
sufficient compensation, and if it shall so appear to the 
Legislature, it can readily be amended so that the compensa- 
tion shall be a just one. The duties of reporter are laborious 
and responsible, requiring excellent legal judgment and the 
most perfect correctness. These qualities are necessary, and 
when accompanied with rapidity of execution of the task 
iissigned, they make a reporter whose services would be indis- 
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peiunble to the sapreme court and the State. A pergoii pos- 
sessed of these qualities cannot be secured and retained except 
by being properly paid, and therefore yonr committee insist 
that whether the bill as now drawn does it or not, the reporter 
of the decisions of our highest appellate conrt should be lib- 
erally paid. 

Yonr committee will state, briefly aa possible, the reasons 
which lead them to propose the change in this law. Bections 
4033 to 4043, and the sections inclusive, of the compiled lawd, 
prescribe the manner of the collection, printing and disposi- 
tion to be made of the reports of the supreme court. Although 
some changes are made in sections 4033, 4034, 4035, and 4036, 
which your committee claim improye them, still there is in 
them no important difference as they now are. 

With section 4037 the first important change is made. This 
provides that the reporter shall publish, when there shall be 
sufficient material for one volume, upon the most advanta- 
geous and practicable plan, an edition of one thousand copies, 
the State in the first instance to pay the costs of publication 
of that number. 

- Section 4038 provides for depositing 200 of this edition by 
the reporter with the Secretary of State, and that and sections 
4039 and 4041 provide for their distribution. 

Section 4040 provides for the sale of the balance of the 
edition by the reporter, the amount realized, as further pro- 
vided in section 4043, going to the reporter, after first repaying 
the State the cost of publication. 

Section 4042 gives the reporter a salary of *500 per year, 
which has since been raised to $800. 

The first evil in this law which your committee recommend 
correcting is one which is acknowledged by all who have given 
it attention, and especially by several of the gentlemen who have 
been supreme court reporters. Reference is made to the >!00 cop- 
ies to be deposited with the Secretary of State as stated in section 
4038. The question has been raised, To whom do the 200 copies 
belong ? Are they the property of the State ? Should the re- 
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porter be piiid for them, and if bo, how mnch ? Thii rexed 
questioDy nused m»u j timesy was fiDally brought into Uie L^- 
islatare of 1869, by gome of the former reporters, who claimed 
pay from the State for the 200 copies at t3.50 each, and at that 
session a bill was passed anthorizing the Board of State Audi* 
tors to settle with the reporters. No settlement has yet been 
made satisfactory to them. They hare been paid the cost of 
publication, but they daim they hare a property in their notes 
to the decisions, in their labor, etc., for which they should 
receive pay, and in fact claim, as above stated, that they should 
have $3.50 per copy. The settlement provided for not only 
affects reports published, but those hereafter issued, and hence 
this embarrassing question must arise over every volume 
hereafter published. A bill has been introduced at this 
session by request of certain former reporters, asking ibrther 
settlement of their last named claims. It is a question your 
committee are inclined to answer in the negative, as to 
whether they were or are legally entitled to any compensation 
out of these 200 copies, and hence have not been able to 
report favorably on the last named bill. 

This provision in regard tc the 200 volumes should, if 
retained, be so amended as to relieve it from all ambiguity, so 
that both the reporter and State will understand their several 
rights and duties. 

The operations of section 4037, which provides that the 
State shall pay the expenses of the publication of each vol- 
ume, which expenses are to be repaid to the State as provided 
in that law, form the most objectionable feature of the whole 
present system. Under it the State has already lost largely, 
and may lose again, by having a reporter who might furnish 
a false account of costs of publication, cost of the preparation 
of the work, or who, after the work is published, shall fail to 
pay anything to the State out of the proceeds of the sa^es, as 
has been done in the case of Oibbs' report& 

There will be seen a wide difference of the cost of the sev- 
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eral volumes, which would be difficult to account for by fluctu- 
ations in the prices of material or Jabor. 

One instance alone furnishes a sufficient illustration of an 
imperative necessity in a repeal of the present system, and 
adopting a safer one. That is, in the case of the 3d and 4th 
Mich. Rep. (Gibbs.) The first volume cost the State $4,090 56, 
and the second #03514 27. Prom the sales of these reports the 
State to this day has never received one dollar. Although section 
4043, compiled laws, requires the reporter to give his bond in 
the sum of five thousand dollars conditioned to account to the 
Auditor General for, and to pay over to the State Treasurer all 
moneys received by him for the State on amount of the sale 
of reports until the State is repaid, yet in the case of Gibbs, 
as it would be practically in the case of others, if they neglec- 
ted to pay over, the law is inoperative. The books went into 
Gibbs' hands, and whether he sold them, or what became of 
them, it would bo difficult to prove. In any suit on the bond 
the State would have to furnish satisfactory evidence of the 
sale of each volume it asked repayment for, which would fur- 
nish a work in no way desirable. Practically, the safe-guard 
of the State, in this respect, is the honesty of the reporter. In 
the case of Gibbs, under the present system, the State has thus 
lost about $8,000, and after a lapse of about fifteen years there 
can be little expectation that the State will be made whole 
again. 

The present law in regard to cost of publication is liable to 
various constructions. Besides the costs, the State now pay a 
salary to the reporter of $800 per year. There is no provision 
of law for the payment to the reporter for assistance, yet the 
Board of State Auditors have generally allowed each reporter 
for copying decisions, notes, etc., 

Among accounts allowed have been: 19 Mich., $148 69; 

18th, $195; 17th, $194 20; 15th, $117 20; 14th, $103 70, 

etc. These items are added to, and a part of the expense of 

each volume, as given in the reports of the Auditor General.

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This may be all right, but there is no provision of law directly 
authorizing the payment of work done by the reporter pro- 
vided for in a salary of $800 per year, unless it is proper to 
allow it as part of the costs of publication. 

The separate volumes have cost the State, for the costs of 
publication, as foUows : Vol, 1, $1,239 71 ; 2, Gibbs, $555 78 ; 
3, Gibbs, $4,090 55 ; 4, Gibbs, $6,514 27; 5th, $1,770 00; 6th, 
$1,717 80; 7th, $1,501 00 ; 8th, $1,501 66; 9th, $1,502 06; 
10th, $1,502 27; 11th, $1,731 67; 12th, $2,275 20; 13th, 
$2,326 51; 14th, $2,113 72; 15th, $1,916 05 ; 16th, $1,893 48 ; 
17th, $1,953 48; 18th, $1,981 84. 

This cost is aside from salary paid, and the expenses of re- 
porter in attending the sessions of the supreme court. This 
has been, in part, repaid the State, and the most of it, except 
in the case of 3d and 4th Mich., in time will be. As stated 
above, the difference in the cost of publication must arise 
from a difference in the construction of the law by the several 
reporters and Boards of State Auditors, rather than from fluc- 
tuations in prices of material and labor alone, and this alone 
calls for a law on which there can be no such latitude of con- 
struction. 

Under the present system, the office of reporter, his salary, 
expenses, and the copies taken by the State, costs the Stat<?, 
in case of one volume per year, about $1,500 annually. Besides 
this, the State takes the risk it has already lost by, in the case 
of Gibbs. 

Now, to relieve this whole subject of tlie present embarrass- 
ments surrounding it, your committee recommend the adoption 
of a new system, under which the State shall employ a reporter 
at a salary, say $1,500 per year, and actual expenses in attend- 
ing court ; the State to publish the work at the State printer^s 
as it does its statutes, and to own and sell the work at a price 
to cover all labor, salary, and expenses, so that tliei-c shall be 
ultimately no expense or loss to the State. 

The time has arrived when fifteen hundred copies should be 
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published. One thousand is the present number issued, but 
the demand increases each year with the increase of our popu- 
lation, so that number now published will soon be exhausted. 
Six hundred volumes of the 19th Mich, were disposed of shortly 
after publication, leaving after the State took 200 copies, as 
usual, only 200 copies, which must soon be exhausted. 

One reason why the number should be as high as 1,500 is, 
the expense of republication. If only two editions are to be 
published, it would not be best to electrotype, for electrotyp- 
ing would cost over double one edition, making it cheaper to 
publish two. By pnnting an edition at the State printer's, it 
could be done for about $2,250 for 1,500 copies, and maybe 
less. Now, of these, the attorneys and business men of the 
State will take, about the time of issue, about 350 copies, at 
(3.50 per copy, realizing $1,225. Then, for the use of the 
State, and to sell to parties out of the State, 400 copies at the 
same price, if no higher, would bring $1,400. The balance, 
750 volumes, could be estimated at least at $2.00 per copy, 
which would amount to $1,500, making whole receipts at 
$4,175 for the edition of 1,500. Now the expense to the State : 
Cost of publication, $2,250; salary, $1,500, expenses, about 
$200 to reporter, whie attending court, etc. ; making total 
cost, $3,950. These figures are not claimed to bo entirely 
correct, — that would be impossible; it is only claimed 
they approximate to the truth, and tend to show that 
the State, by publishing its own reports, as it now 
does its statutes, can do so with less cost, and none of the 
embarrassments which surround the operations of the present 
law. The salary might be increased some to the reporter, and 
then not cost the State as much as now. It is claimed that 
the publication of those works should not be a source of loss, 
but rather of profit to the State. The time has also probably 
come when two volumes per year should bo published. The 
number of decisions, if all of them should be published, would 
seem to warrant it. If two volumes are published yearly, it 
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wonld increase the labors of the reporter, bat there being two 
volumes to sell, there need be no increase in the general 
expense. The State of New York for the past fifteen years 
and over, has paid $2,000 per year salary, but there the labor 
is much more than here. A sufficient salary should be paid, 
so that sufficient of the reporter's time could be obtained to 
secure the early publication of the reports, which is earnestly 
demanded by the bench and bar of the State. This report, 
hurriedly written on the eve of the adjournment of the Legis- 
lature, will, it is hoped, at the next session, if not now, secure 
the adoption of a system which will be more calculated than 
the present one to advance the interests of the State, and be 
of more benefit to the bench and the bar.

The history of the first named act, as appears from the 
official journal of the Senate, is as follows : 

On the 28th of March the Senate, in committee of the* 
whole, considered and reported back to the Senate several 
bills, one of which was entitled " A bill to provide for the 
assessment and collection of a money tax in incorporated 
cities and villages, for improving, constructing, and repairing 
highways, streets, alleys, and bridges, and to provide the 
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manner in which ttie same shall be appropriated and ex- 
pended.'' On the 29th of March the bill was passed by the 
Senate; the title was then amended so as to read: ''An act 
to incorporate the village of Galien." Thns the original bill 
was made to disappear, and the present act, for an entirelT 
different purpose, was brought before the Legislature 35 days 
subsequent to the time when a new bill could be constitution- 
ally introduced. If the act is, as I belieye it to be, as clearly 
unconstitutional and void, as though introduced wholly and 
openly as a new measure, I need not go into details to show 
the many evils, the litigation, which might arise from an 
organization under its provisions. 

The history of the second named act is precisely of tke 
same character. If the act were approved, such approval 
could not change the character of the legislation by which it 
was adopted or passed, but might have resulted in great injury 
to the people directly interested. The judge of the 13ih, to 
whose circuit it was intended by this act to attach the county 
of Emmet, might proper y refuse to hold a term of court in 
said county, and the judge of the 11th circuit might, under 
color of authority, decline to hold court therein ; thus the 
people might be wholly deprived for a time, of a tribunal in 
which to havo their diflFerences property adjudicated. 

For reasons above given, and others, as placed before the 
House of Bepresentatives in a communication addressed by 
me to that body on the 13th of the present month, I respect- 
fully return these acts for your reconsideration.

Resolved by the Seriate and House of Represen- 
fattves of the State of Michigan, That the following amend- 
ment to the constitution of this State be and the same is 
hereby proposed, to stand as section 7, of article G : No more 
than eighteen circuits shall be created prior to the year 1875, 
and in that year the Legislature shall re-divide the State into 
not more than 15 circuits, and the number of circuits shall 
not exceed fifteen until the year 1881, when, or at any time 
thereafter, the Legislature may increase the number of the 
same. Within these limits the Legislature may establish or 
alter circuits as the public needs shall require, but no alter- 
ation or creation of any circuit shall operate to remove a judge 
from office. When a circuit is made, a judge thereof shall bo 
elected therein, and his term of office shall continue as pro- 
vided in this constitution for judges of the circuit courts. 

Sec. 2. That the following amendment to the constitution 

of this State is hereby projjosed, to stand as section 1, of article 

9 : The Governor shall receive an annual salary of one thousand 

dollars. The judges of the circuit court shall roeoivo an annual

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salary of two thousand five hundred dollars. The State Treas- 
urer shall receive an annual salary of one thousand dollars. 
The Auditor General shall receive an annual salary of one 
thousand dollars.

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EXECUTIVE SESSION. 

On motion of Mr. Wheeler,

and is ready to adjourn. 

The President pro tern, announced as such committee, Sen- 
ators Jenks, Begole, and Gay. 

After a short absence, the committee returned and reported 
that they bad discharged the duty assigned them. 

Report accepted and committee discharged. 

The President pro te^n. addressed the Senate as follows : 

Senators: — The end of your legislative labors for this 
session is at hand, and before the 'final adieu, I ask your indul- 
gence for a few moments. 

We met here a few months ago all comparatiyely strangers 
to each other ; within that brief period associations and friend- 
ships have been formed^ that to me will be life-long. 

Unexpectedly called to preside over your deliberations, 
placed me in a position far above what I deemed myself quali- 
fied to fill, I accepted with much hesitation, and whatever of 
success may have crowned my efforts, I unhesitatingly declare 
is due entirely to the aid and support so readily and cheerfully 
accorded me by every individual member of this body. With- 
out that aid, I fear my career would have proved a failure. 

The resolution in which you have chosen to speak so flat- 
teringly of me as your presiding ofl&cer, I feel is a compliment 
hardly earned ; but. Senators, I assure you it has ever been 
my aim to avoid aught that could be construed into harshness ; 
always endeavoring to shun the least appearance of partiality 
or favoritism. If my aims have been accomplished and meet 
your approval, I shall feel that my mission here has been fruit- 
ful, at least, of one good result. 
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Although the iscssiou has been prolonged to an uunsnal 
length, which, no doubt, to many of you has proved tedious 
and irksome, the Chair Ixjars cheerful testimony to the uniform 
fidelity which has characterized all your deliberations, and lie 
feels assured that the acts of this, will rank fevorably with 
those of any former Legislature. 

As we are now about to separate and seek our several homes, 
in all probability never again to meet under like circumstances, 
I trust that none will carry with him any but pleasant re- 
membrances. Speaking for myself, I assure you the session 
of the Legislature for 1870 and 71 will be a land mark flrom 
which to date many of the most pleasant recollections of my 
life. 

With these brief remarks, Senators, I bid you, one and all, 
an affectionate farewell. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms announced a committee from the 
House, who informed the Senate that the House had completed 
its labors and was ready to adjourn.
